October 17, 2006 based on the arguments that the references do not teach the specific requirements of 
the claimed subject matter. There was a problem after discussing the various issues as set forth by this examiner in 
the final rejection which Attorney had persuasively presented but this Examiner would have to consider those 
arguments based on the art of record and the arguments set forth essentially as submitted in the last response by 
Applicant. Examiner would consider any after final arguments which if found to be persuasive after carefully checking 
over the references, claims and arguments, this Examiner would allow the instant claims. Upon writing up this 
summary interview in detail, this Examiner notified the Attorney that there was a basic problem with the claims which 
claim 1 recites: 

"A method of separating a polymer from a biomass containing the polymer, the method comprising: 
contacting the biomass with a solvent system, including a solvent for the polymer and a precipitant for the polymer, to 
provide a residual biomass and a solution that includes the polymer, the solvent for the polymer and the precipitant for 
the polymer; and applying a centrifugal force to the solution and residual biomass to separate at least some of the 
solution from the residual biomass wherein the polymer comprises a PHA." 

The issue is that there is no separating a polymer from a bipmass which the claimed method does not cover as 
the only separation is " for a centrifugal force to the solution and residual biomass to separate at least some of the 
solution from the residual biomass" and not the polymer. 
Attorney indicated that clarification would be provided in the after final response by arguments or amendments.
